with a decade ago, accounts for the dis- 
parity in the reventies because in 1931 the 
number of trees tapped was 24,216,891 as 
compared with 22,628,060 in 1921.

DICKENS AND LEACOCK 


Chatles Dickens is Set upon's new pe- 
‘destal “by. Stephen Leacock -as excelling} 
the accepted supreme master of the art 
of letters, Shakespeare. Leacock, the 
Canadian humorist and wit, finds the read- 
ing of the Victorian novelist still is playing 
a large part in the education of the people| 
of this late age who delight in the char- 
acters and the intensé: humanity of those| 
scores of delightful beings who walk the 
imaginative streets of the Dickens’ world. 

Prof: k believes that full justice| 
has not yet been done Dickens as 2 master] 
artist, as comic writer, and revealer of the 
lives of the common people. 

Here is-how Dickens whose art of being 
funny and great at the same time so charms 
the new biographer, appeals to Léacock as 
compared with Shakespeare. “In all 
schools and colleges. where literatur 
taught as a study and not read as a diver- 
sion... whole courses are devoted to 
Shakespeare, a man, or a collection of men 
—of far less genius. But Shakespeare) 
wrote about kings, at the time a great 
advance from writipg about giants. Mil- 
ton seems to the coJiazes profound, because 

wrote about hell, a great place, and 
dead. In short, the whole college es- 
timate is based on theme, on scholarship 
and on deadness. Dickens is too recent, 
too ordinary, too easy to be understood. 

How much Leacock means this to be} 
taken as truth and as a f estimate re- 
mains to be discovered, he is himself a 
humorist, but there is no doubt that in

Premier Bennett Promises 
to Answer All Criti- 
cisms 





Ottawa, Jan. 90 (OP)—Facts and 
figures to show Canada is moving 
towards prosperity and 1s moring 
faster than some other countries are 
promised House of Commons today. 
When Prime Minister R. B. Bennett 
takes the floor to answer the Iengthy 
attack made on his government last 
night by Rt. Hon. W. L, Mackenzie 
King, Liberal leader. 

‘The Liberal leader's attack was 
‘made in the debate on the aderess 
in reply to the Speech from the 
‘Throne and ended with the propes~ 
Ing of an amendment declaring the 
Government had Jost the confidence 
of the House and the people, 

Fallure Charred: 


He charged the Government with 
failure In all ts undertakings, fall~ 
ture to meet the unemployment pro- 
‘lem, failure to relieve the farmers, 
failure to develop foreign trade. 
‘Then he accused it of autocratic ac. 
‘lon, of ignoring parliament and ig~ 
noring the expressed will of par- 
Hament and the people. In this 
[connection he condemned the recent 
bestowal of titles on Canadians at 
Ney Year's and the guaranteeing of 
a Joan of $60,000,000 to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 


Titles Scored 


Introduction of titles was only one 
score raised against the Government 
‘by the Liberal leader, He labelled 
the administration's unemployment 
Tellef record, trade and agricultural 
policies as fallures. He criticized 
it for not negotiating m reciprocity 
treaty with the United States, while 
Washington was anxious. The world 
wheat agreement, of which Canada 
‘was signatory was branded a retro~ 
rade step Decause , in effect, it 
‘meant acreage reduction in the west. 
‘The Government was accused also 
of attempting to create an illwory 
state of prosperity based on manip~ 
ulation of statistics. This false 
picture was created, he said, in em~ 
ployment reports issued by the Do- 
minicn Bureau of Statistics which 
were not correct because they in 
cluded ists of men on unemploy- 
‘ment rellef works, 
‘Canada should’ have a National 
‘Unemployment Insurance scheme, 
suggested Mr. King. Immediate le- 
elslation for short-term and inter- 
mediate loans for farmers and Uib- 
eration of trage Unrough lowered 
tariffs, 


Autocracy Charged 


All through the »Liberal leader's, 
speech was @ charge the Govern. 
ment_was attempting to legislate 
without parliament. ‘This he cald 
‘was exemplified in the restoration of 
Utles after parliament, in 1919, pass 
ed the Nickle ban which had been 
deemed binding on succeeding ad- 
ministrations and had never been 
rescinded. 

‘Titles, sald Mr.King, were ab- 
horrent to Canadian minds. They 
‘created exclusive social classes which 
‘were not wanted in Canada. But 
his argument was lmited to the 
manner of restoring them. He 
charged the Government with going 
beyond the realms of constitutional- 
ity with “back door methods” and 
defying the wishes of the people and 
thelr parliament. 

‘The only possible explanation was 
that the Prime Minister recommend- 
ed.Canadians for titles before Par- 
Mament expressed its views in order 
to make the question one of eonfl- 
dence in the administration and s0- 
Uelt the votes of Conservatives in 
the House.

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SEASONAL LAY-OFF DECLINES 


‘The seasonal lay-off of workers after 
Christmas was the smallest on record in 
Canada, according to.the Dominion Burs] 
eau of Statistics of the Department of 
‘Trade and Commerce. The twelve year 
record of employment maintained in the 
bureau shows that activity has invariably 
declined at the beginning of January, ‘\c 
verage lay-off of workers being some 
59,900, ‘This year the lay-off was only 
30,387, slightly more tan half the ayerage 
per year for the past twelve years” This 
decline was also the smallest off'record for} 
mid-winter. 

821,518 workers were employed by 8,- 
460 firms reporting on Janvary 1 ax com- 

ared with*861,518 on December 1. On’ 
january first one year ago 7,947 firms-re- 
ported 721,308 workers engaged. 
| These are good signs—surely they indi- 
| “cate an improvement in conditions. 


WATCHING TAXES 


Never in decades have taxes been so 
closely watched as they are at this time. 
‘Not only councils but the citizens gen- 
erally are studying budgets and are going! 
to study budgets with more and more in- 
terest than ever. 

There is'a feeling that business will 
speed up more rapidly but for the burden’ 
of taxation. It is admitted that business 
is heavily burdened by the drains of taxes 
made upon . 

‘One newspaper commenting on the cost 

apf recovery in the United States says the! 
‘cost will be staggering and will have to 
he borne by busihess, Expansions which 
are naturally to be expected will be held 
back by reason of the tax load resting up-' 
‘on them, for the capital which would gc 
into extensio’ of trade goes into the go 
ernment treasury to pay the cost of ad- 
-ministration. This is true in Canada and 
elsewhere. 

‘Montreal Gazette says that while C 
ada has no NRA to build up a heavy debt 
in the effort to recover prosperity, the 
same principle is at work, namely that! 
taxation, if excessive, will deféat its own 
ends, It commends the Ottawa overn- 
ment for the steps taken to reduce the cost 
of government but js doubtful if the pres- 
ent plans will reduce the cost to the tax- 
payer great] 

The Citizens’ Research Committee of 
Montreal is urging that the contemplated 
expenditures in 1934 do not exceed the to- 
tal collection of taxes in 1933. That is a 
way of “playing safe.” though it is doubt- 
ful if all municipalities can adopt that sug- 
xestion, but if so, it will be a great step 
forward. It is realized that before the
